‘UTILITIES UPHELD 


Report of Investigators 
Into Canadian Examples 
of Municipal Ownership 
Adverse to Plan. 


New York, March 9.—That govern- 
ment ownership and operation of 
electrig light and power systems is 
not a success as Compared to privately 
owned and publicly-regulated light and 
power companies, is the conclusion 
reached in a 225-page report printed 
by the National Electric Light asso- 
ciation following an exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the hydro-electric power 
commission, which furnishes power to 
more than 200 municipalities in the 
Canadian Province of Ontario. 

The association,.which embraces the 
larger American electric lighting com- 
panies, made its investigation, it says, 


| principally to determine whether there 


was anything in the Ontario plan to 
commend it for.application in the 
United States, and the report expresses 
the opinion that there isn’t, although 
it is admitted that the Ontario com- 
mission has replaced certain unreg- 
ulated private utilities whose operation 
was far inferior. 

Further, it is claimed, 
control of electrict service is subversive 
of American policy and custom, and is 
inefficient, expensive. and wasteful. 
The report purports to show that pri- 
vately-owned service is both cheaper 
and better.

Special Train of Forty

Approximately 3,500 bales of cotton 
left Atlanta at Fort McPherson Thurs- 
day afternoon at 1:35 o'clock on a 
special train of forty ears for Savan- 
nah, where it will leave on the cteam- 


port in Burope. This is said to be the 
largest single shipment of cotton from 
Atlanta for export to a continental 
port since the beginning of the world 
war, The shipment will arrive in Sa- 
vannah at 7 o’clock Friday morning. 

The cotton was sold by J. J. Wil- 
liamson & Co., of Atlanta, one of the 
larger cotton merchants of the south, 
last Tuesday, and Mr. Williamson 
stated to a Constitution representa- 
tive Thursday that the transaction is 
a conelusive proof that hard times are 
passing, that war-torn Europe is recu- 
perating, and that the south has a mar- 
keting field which bids fair to cause 
business depression to vanish and 
bring pre-war prosperit, to the south- 
land.

Princess Packs. | 


Princess Fatima, whose bediamoned 
nostrils and dazzling wardrobe amazed 
Broadway when she arrived in. this 
country last July, did not express any 
considerable interest when she learned 
of the charges that she evaded. duty 
on her jewel. She continued packing 
her meager effects preparatory to sail- 
ing for her native land as the “guest’’ 
of the British government. 

Her three sons will accompany her. 
The princess said she had tired of 
her native land and came here to ask 
the United States to give her an es- 
tate befitting her rank.

Complaint against the Diamond- 
ldfast Rubber company, which 
maintains offices at 33 Auburn avenue, 
has been pending since July, 1920, it 
was stated by H. I. Diamond, president 
of the firm, who was informed of the 
order issued by the federal trade com- 
mission Thursday. 

“Objections of the Diamond Rubber 

company to the trademark of my firm 
on the grounds that it was similar 
to theirs was the direct cause of the 
litigation,” said Mr. Diamond. “This 
occurred in 1920 and at that time my 
firm changed the color scheme and 
abandoned the old trademark entirely 
on all of our rubber goods. The 
Diamond Rubber company still insists 
that because our present trademark 
has two little diamonds included in 
the new labels, that confusion exists 
with regard to the name of the 
Diamond Rubber company.” 
Mr. Diamond stated that he was 
infgrmed last week that such a ruling 
would be sae aoe sega wie the federal 
trade commission. e stated Thurs- 
day night that he will hold a confer- 
ence Thursday with Harold Hirsch,

An en- 
dermal or skin test for the presence 
of tuberculosis was introduced by 
Pirquet and is known by his name. 
The test indicates the presence of a 
focus of tuberculosis somewhere in the 
Bystem—and most of us have some 
such latent or smouldering focus of 
tubereulosis—but it does not tell us 


whether it has anything to do with 
the patient’s present ill health. It is 
one of those tests which is of value 
rather negatively; that is, if a child 
reacts positively to the test, that 
doesn’t signify much; but if a child 
in whom a tubercular condition is 
suspected reacts negatively to the Pir- 
quet test, that is good evidence 
against tuberculosis as an explanation 
for the eee $s condition. 

N Pirquet’s pame has again 
come to the fore in medical pro-

cerned. 4 

“The question of the use of a pop- 
ular name by the 39th division of the 
federalized national guard would there- 
fore appear to be a matter to be 
adjusted between the personnel of the 
former 31st division and of the pres- 
ent 39th division. 

“The war department has been ad- 
vised that the popular name of the 
39th division before reorganization was 
the Delta division.” 

The Dixie division was formed at 
Macon, Ga., during the world war, 
and reached France a short time be- 
fore the armistice. A large propor- 
tion of the organizetion were Georgia 
national guard troops, and Senator 
Harris took up the matter at the re- 
quest of veterans of the Dixie divi- 
sion, who want their designation re- 


tained.

Columbia, 8. C., March 9.— The 
failure of our government to engage 
in Genoa economic conference is but 
another evidence of the administra- 
tion failure to grasp the essential 
facts of the world-wide depression,” 
said former Governor James M. Cox, 
of Ohio, here tonight. 

“It_will set things back more. than 
any development in the last two 
years,’ he continued. “Our domes- 
tic business will not show much im- 
provement until conditions get better 
in Europe. They will improve there 
with the exchange of ideas on reform- 
ed budgets and kindred subjects. 

“A considerable part of the Euro- 

an burden is the debt to America. 

here is sincere doubt expressed as 
to whether some countries can pay. 
Certainly an indifferent attiude on 
the part of our government will carry 
much discouragement. The cable ad- 
vices from Europe tells us of the de- 
pressing effect that has come from 
our reiterated policy of a ‘hermit na- 
tion.“ In private affairs such con- 
duct on the part of a great creditor 
would lead to certain resentment and

“The conference was called to consider 
international economic and financial 
matters.

American Refusa 


To Attend Parley 
Styled Tactful“ 


Washington, March 9.—Refusal of 
the United States to participate in the 
Genoa confcrence may be viewed as 
the first step in a campaign of “tact- 
ful pressure” to promote economic re- 
habilitation of Europe, it was said to- 
day by a high official of the Ameri- 
can government. It should not be re- 
garded, this official said, as an indi- 
cation of the United States’ desire 
to hold aloof from the grave problems 
confronting European nations. 

Seeretary Hughes’ note to Italy con- 
veying the declination of the United 
States of the invitation to participate 
in the Genoa meeting should be in- 
térpreted, it was said, rather as an 
expression of America’s willingness to 
aid whenever it was felt that its aid 
could be rendered effectively. 

The United States can not afford to 
enter into a situation where the help 
expected from it can not be given, 
officials explained, adding that the 
American government must be viewed 
as holding its support in abeyance 
until such time as the European na- 
tions “get down to brass tacks,” in the 
matter of setting their houses in order. 

Economic problems, regarded by 
this country as of supreme impor- 
tance in the consideration of methods 
of world rehabilitation, include prin- 
cipally the rearrangement of German 
reparations and balancing of budgets 
by certain foreign nations. 

Without consideration of these ques- 
tions in the view of the Unitec States, 
it was said, there could be no prac- 
tical attempt at world wide economic 
readjustment. 

While it was thought improbable 
that there would be a change in the 
agenda of the Genoa conference before 
its meeting on April 10, which would 
permit the United States to be repre- 
sented officially, officials said, the 
American ambassador at Rome might 
attend the conference to report its 
proceedings to this government.

Atlanta Leads 
In Advance 
Of Gold Reserves 


Washington, March 9.—The “otal 
gold reseryes for the week ending 
March 8, as reported by the twelve 
federal reserve banks, were 52,965, 
873,000. For the preecding week they 
totalled $2,951,434,000. For the cor- 
responding week in 1921 (ending 
March 11) they totalled $2,397,924. 
Moderate changes in the distribu- 
tion of gold reserves are reported for 
the week. Philadelphia reports .the 
largest increase in gold holdings of 
300, St. Louis and Atlanta 
each show an increase of about 386, 
000,000, while smaller increases for 
the week aggregating $12,000,000 are 
reported by the Boston, New York, 
Cleveland, Richmond and Chicago 
banks. The shift of gold reserves was 
away from Kansas City, which re- 
ports a decrease of $10,000,000, and 
from San Francisco of $6,700,000. 
Since January 1 of the present 
year the banks gained a total of 890, 
900,000 of gold. Atlanta shows the 
largest increase, $42,700,000. Chi- 
cago reports $27,000,000, while in- 
creases of over $10,000,000 each are 
shown for Richmond, St. Louis and

New York, March 9.—The bankrupt Ingersoll Watch company will 
pass into the hands of its old competitor, the Waterbury Clock company, 
for $1,500,000 cash and other considerations bringing the total price to 
$1,750,000, if the United States district court approves. 

Edward H. Childs, trustee in bankruptcy of Robert H. Ingersoll & 
Brother, announced Thursday that he had applied to the court for con- 
firmation of the deal. A hearing will be. held on March 20, before 
John J. Townsend, referee in bankruptcy, who fixed the minimum price 
of $1,500,000 for the property. In February the Waterbury Clock com- 
pahy offered 31,100,000 cash, and when this offer was rejected plans 
were made to offer the assets at public sale sometime in April. This 
week, however, the Waterbury firm offered $1,500,000 cash and “addi- 
tional cash considerations” and also consented to. waive all claims 
against the Ingersolls. 

Under the terms as tentatively accepted, the Waterbury Clock 
company will acquire the entire assets of the Ingersoll firm, including 
all property, real, personal and mixed, all stocks, bonds, patents, bills 
and accounts receivable, trade-marks and trade- names and gd will.

After his graduation at Harvard, 
Professor Phillips was fo: some time 
a student at Middlebury college, one 
of the oldest in Vermont, where he 
met the scions of the leading house 
of China. Under the tutelege and 

guardianship of Professor Everett 
Shillings, they were enrolled for 
courses covering every phase of the 
college curriculum, including lan- 
cuages, sciences, history and govern- 
ment. 

Shortly after the steamer that 
brought them from the Orient had 
teuched at the docks in New York 
harbor, the five Chinese students 
vdopted English pames and decided 
to conform as far as possible to Ame 
ican ways and customs. with the sur- 
name of their father and grandfather, 
Yuan-Shi-Kai, they called themselves 
after eminent men of history. Wil- 
liam, Alexander, Henry and arles. 
while the more modest of the five 
called himself Thomas. 

‘Provided With Tutors. 

Established at the college to which 
they had been assigned by their emi- 
nent father, they were provided with 
tutors to give them every — 

n 
rhey were not slow to jick up the 
ways of the Americans, it is said. 

Possibly the hardest’ of all was 
learning to partake of American food, 
especially baked beans, which is said 
to be the mainstay of the inhabitants 
of Boston and the vicinty. Oysters 
filled them with horror at first, says 
Professor Phillips, but in the course 
— time these tribulations were lived 
“wown. 

The five were well-mannered, good- 
natured and far more pular than 
the average foreign student is in an 
American college. Their one weak- 
ness, Similar to that of the male citi- 
zens of Gay Paree, was for perfume, 
which they used copiously, though 
always of the highest grade.
